A correajs indent of the Montreal t.a- 
zette gives this interesting account ol a 
wooden railway now in operation at 
Clifton, in northern New York, near the 
Canada line, and on which immense 
.(uaiititics of iron ore are transported 
fioni the Adirondack mines: 

The grading is the same as Ibr an iron 
road, except that stlffer grades can be 
ascended. The ties are of the ordinary 
description, but are not squared on an v 
side. aud on thet'liflon roa<l are placed 
at the asual distan.-e of three feet apart, 
except on the trestles, where there are 
three ties to every two yards. In future, 
however, the engineer proposes to put 
the three ties to ex cry two yards, as he 
proposes running heax ier engines. 

The rails are of maple, six inches bv 
four, but in future their shape will lie 
altered a little, w ithoul increasing the 
• {uantityof timber, making them three 
and a half inches on top by seven inches 
deep, so asto be better adapted to the 
sased xx~eight of the engines ,'four- 
tuns instead of ten .. Notches are 
cut in the round ties to such a depth as 
to keep the bottom of the rail about two 
inches from the ground after the road is 
ballasted, and the rail projects sulhcient- 
lv above the notched tie to alloxx- the 
flange of the wheel to pass. The rails

So, one moonlight evening, 
as they were walking home together, 
after a damaging debate provoked by 
one of BusselTs confessions or admis- 
sions, Palmerston uuietly asked Bussell 
what rank in the peerage he would like, 
and what title he would select— it being 
bis intention to recommend the Queen, 
in acknowledgment of his long services, 
to bestow a peerage upon him. Russell 
was compelled to accept a dignity which 
took him out of the Commons and put 
him on the shelf in the Lords.

Stayed there 
ihree days and 'embarked on a British 
propeller for Foo Chou, distance four 
hundred miles. We ran down the coast 
behind the islands of the China Sea. and 
arrived at Psgoda anchorage. 12 miles 
below the city, and awaited tide, and 
came up the river to the city, landing 
here Friday. Septeml*r L!th, having 
been out sex enty-four dava from New- 
York, and oame over 14,000 miles. 

This is the most liesutifallv situated 
• it y in the kingdom. Up in the moun- 
tainous country, and always hax ing s 
sea breeze, it does not get hot like 
Shanghai or Hong Kong. It has 
a population of over ^.OOu.UOO, 
and lias the largest exports of black tea 
ol any other port. I nlike ('anion or 
shanghai, it has no exports of silks or 
drugs, and is exclusively a black tea 
port. The Cnited States') onsalate had 
been destroyed by tire, and the acting 
■ onaul was sink lor several days before 
our arrival. We found ' \ ery thing verx 
much behind-hand and a great deal ot 
work to do, and nave not bad time yet to 
see much of the city and the curiosities. 
We hax c gone to house-keeping ; labor j ing t 
cheap and servants plenty.

The body of the crop throughout the

age in <|ualit y, while considerably above 
the average in iiuantity. 

In regard to the market no safe calcu- 
lation can, perhaps, at present lie made. 
The season is in some respects preca- 
rious, snd many influences max and will, 
doubtless, affect the market. Thecondi- 
tion of the finances of the country will, 
of course, hsve much to do xvith the 
tobacco market, as xvell as with other 
branches of commerce. 

Planters, however, may do many 
things to their own advantage. Class 
your toliaeco closely. Keep the various 
• lualities carefully separated, especially 
keep your frosted tobacco bv itself. <;ood 
tobacco is always marketable. I'nwiselv 
mixed, or thst mixed in any manner, is 
seldom salable, except in a greatly ex- 
cited market.

(From the N. Y. Herald, lllh 
TheSiipcrintenilent of Public Build- 
ings at Washington, In his annual report 
to Congress, had a good manv public im- 
provement'i to recommend'. Including 
the removal of the causeway part of the 
Long bridge and the substitution of 
wooden piles or arches for iron, the 
• Irclgmg ot the Potomac in front of the 
city, the extention of the Capitol 
grounds, a general repairing and fur- 
nishing of the White House for Pre-idetil 
(■rant, A"c, Ac. Hut the Commissioner 
had a nexv recommendation to make, to 
wit: That each State shall balk! and 
furnish houses In Washington for Its 
Senators and Representatives. This a 
brilliant idea, and is suggestive of mam- 
ad vantages to the members of Congress 
of each State and to their constituents, 
iu Ibeir .■ommuiii-atiofis xvith each 
other. 

But if this projectbc left to the States 
it will never lie carried out. A l*>tter 
plan would probably be lo let the gene- 
ral government build a grand C ongres- 
sional hotel near the Capitol, xvith all 
the modern improvements, including 
suites of rooms for members with fami- 
lies on the lower floors and comfortable 
arrangements for the bachelor members 
in the atti. ; and, to make the thing 
complete, there should be also connected 
with the establishment a Congressional 
tailor shop, hat shop, shoo shop, and 
millinery shop. With all the members 
of both houses in one grand establish- 
ment no constituent from any State 
would have to hunt oxer half 
the city for his particular Senator 
for Representative; and, morever. 
in being all under the same roof, and 
upplied from the hotel with everything

The hotel 
might be let by contract at a slidings. ale 
of prices for Ixoarders, for victuals and 
drinks, their rooms, gas and fire to be 
free to the members, the house, gas and 
coal, hats, shoes and clothing complete, 
from overcoats to neckties, and the latest 
ladies' fashions being supplied by the 
(Government. Is not this a good idea aud 
in keeping xvith the general progress of 
the age?

••|.cniciicv to the puilty is cruelty to 
the innocent," hi a maxim, the truth of 
w hich sooins to lie entirely lost sight of 
in these latter days, especially where 
the criminal occupies a certain place in

is a short trial, a ready conviction ami 
certain execution. Hut if a murderer 
happens to lielong to the upper ranks of 
social life, it is almost iiii|<os S ible to ob- 
tain a conviction in any part of the 
l iiitcl States. There is always a ready 
plea of sufficient provocation, and failing 
that, insanity is frequently a good de- 
fense lielore a jury.

Had he given 
Hercules Walker the hundreth-part of a 
bow tor his life, Terrell would have 
nded his murderous career 
here; but he knew the man too well, 
nd took the cowardly advantage of 
booting him down ou sight. He said at 
he time that he had a commission to 
Will ten men, and Walker was the tirst 
>f the number. After committing this 
bloody deed, the desperado rode oil in 
search of new victims. 

He also murdered Funis Wood, an in- 
ustrious and worthy blacksmith, at 
raylorsville.in Spencer county. Terrell 
sad got a number of horses shod, aud 
upon being asked by Wood who was to 

ind 

ood. 

In lsH4. he murdered Mr. Johnson, a 
irthy citizen of Indiana, who came to 
enlueky with a drove of cattle, which 
ie had sold, and for which he had re- 
wived the money. Terrell decoyed the 
nsuspeeting drover out a few miles from 
helbvvillc, when he knocked him In 
he head, stripped the body of what 
uoney was upon it, and then threw it 
Clear creek, where it was discovered, 
nd the crime traced to Terrell. He was 
ndicied and lay in jail for a long time, 
he broke out, and shortly after- 
wards visited Shelbyville with his gang. 
He was attacked by a posse of citizens 
«nd fairly riddled with bullets, yet his 
me bad not come for death. He lived, 
out in a very crippled condition. He was 
fterward captured, but by some niachl- 
tation. got released on his own bond. 

On one occasion, we are told, he w as 
•ourting a beautiful girl. Her brother 
had eome into the parlor ami was inlro 
luced to Terrell. Theyouug man had 
n a fine pair of new boots. Terrell set 
affections upon them, and on that 
»ame night shot and killed the young 
■nan for the sole purpose of getting his 
Terrell afterwards boasted of this 
with the 

->lood of his innocent victims throughout 
he war, and long after its close. 
While on the Confederate side, he w as 
boon companion of Magruder. Sue 
unday and Champ Ferguson. He w as 
utlawed by all Confederate forces, and 
ushw hacked ou hia own hook for plun- 
ler. until be got into the Federal camp. 
He then obtained a roving commission 
his bloody career anew, 
killing the friends with whom he had 
camped and fought, in a common cause. 
About three months ago, Terrell wan 
hot and wounded, in live or six places 
y a brother-in-law, whom he had gross- 
y wronged. This, we believe, finished 
his career, so far as spilling blood was 
two months ago he 
w as brought to the Louiaville City Hos- 
pital, where he lingered, in great agony.

A 
J*>rtion of the mob, which has l>ecii va- 
riously estimated at fr^ui *e\ . nty-li ve to 
our hundred, forcibly entered the jail 
and hung the four express robl>er*, 
Frank, Simon and Win. Iteie>, and 
Cha-les Anderson. From the New Al- 
baiy Ledger, we glean the following 
hntory of this horrible affair. 

rilK A IIVEM Ol THE l.\S< HKKS. 

At about :i o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing, Mr. Luther Whitteu, one of the out- 
side guards at the Jail, after making his 
usual rounds, went into the jail office 
aud sat down by the fire « few moments. 
He had lieen inside but a few moments 
w hen a noise w as heard outside, and ap- 
proaching tho door i.. open li, niei 
at the entrance by a party of men, who 
presented pistols to bim, demanding sil- 
ence ou pain of death. Whitteu shouted, 
however, bill he was roughly seized by 
several of the mob aud thrown into a cor- 
ner, and informed if he uttered another 
sound his life would pay the forfeit. 

MHOOTINO ol sllKRIH Kl I.I.KM.ON K. 

By this time the jail office was tilled 
with men, who commenced searching 
for the keys to the jail doors. Sheriff 
Fiillenlove, w ho w as sleeping in a room 
across the hall from the office, heard 
Whitten shout, and opened the door 
only to meet a large force of men. Com- 
prehending the situation at oner, he 
rushed down the stairs leading lo the 
basement of the jail residence, for the 
purpose of giving the alarm. As he 
weut down the stairs he heard several 
voi.-es say, "Shoot down the stairs," but 
he was too quick for them, and gained 

tlied ■ leading to the grounds on the 

west side of the jail. Here he uiet 
another force of armed men, the jail 
Iseing surrounded with them, and, 
upon seeing pistols pointed at him, ex- 
claimed, "Gentlemen, don't shoot me, I 
am the Sheriff." Just as he said this, 
one of the gang tired, the shot taking ef- 
fect in the right arm near the elbow, in- 
flicting I very serious and painful 
wound. The Sheriff shouted "murder! 
help!" at the top of his voice, but was 
soon silenced by a blow over the fore- 
head, from a heavy pistol. He was then 
taken into the jail hall aud placed under 
guard. The keys of the jail and the 
cells were demanded of him under a 
threat of death if hr refused to deliver 
them up, but Fiillenlove, notwithstand- 
ing cocked pistols were pointed at his 
head, told the mob they might kill him 
liefore he would give up the keys, or aid 
them in any way. 

TIIK SEARCH FOR THK hl \s. 

All this lime, w hich, how ever, w as but 
a few moments, men were searching 
every part of the jail resideuce for the 
keys. Adnut a dozen entered the room 
where Mrs. Fullenlove was in lied, and 
demanded of her the whereabouts of the 
keys. Sheriff Fullenlove hearing the 
demand made of his w ile, called to her 
to let them kill her rather than tell, 
she did refuse to give them any infor- 
mation, but they succeeded in finding 
the object of iheir sean h in a w ash-stand 
drawer in her room. 

These in their possession, no lime was 
lost in opening the jail doors. Here the 
mob bad some difficulty, as they could 
not unlock the cells, not being ac-iuaint- 
od with the keys, each lock being differ- 
ent. They returned to the hall and de- 
manded that Fullenlove should g«. with 
them and open the cells, but this he 
most emphatically, although again 
threatened with death, refused to do. At 
this some one remarked, "here is a man" 
—point i t: to Thomas Matthews, one of 
the inside guards, and several pistols 
were pointed at his head. Matthews 
dropped to the floor, as though he was 
shot, but w as soon compelled to do as he 
was directed — open the <-clls of the men 
the mob had determined to hang. 

■sMOM **f THK VIl TIMs. 
The first victim dragged from his cell 
was Frank Bono, whose piteous cries as 
the mob placed the fatal noose about his 
neck, are described as most brart-reiid- 
ing. He was held up by some of the 
mob while the ro]ie w as made fast to the 
iron pillars from the platform around 
the second tier of the cells. Wm. Beno 
was the next man brought out, and 
was hung alongside his brother and to 
the same pillar. Simeon Beno was next 
brought forth from his cell, but he 
fought the mob with great desperation, 
knocking one or twoof them down be- 
fore be was overpowered and left sus- 
pended between the ceiling and tloor 
He was left hanging at the southwest 
corner of the jail colls, his Tect nearly 
dragging the floor. Charles Anderson, 
the last victim, was heard to l>eg for the 
privilege of praying before the fatal 
noose was adjusted, but he was told by 
his relentless enemies to shut up, and 
soon his body w as hanging from the pil- 
lar at the southwest corner of the jail 
cells. 

DUrbOYING THE Ol/ARIKJ. 

Iiuriug the progress of this horrible 
work, gurds were placed alxmt the jail 
and over the inmates of the house to 
prevent any alarm tiring given. Mrs. 
Fullenlove requested the guards at her 
door to p. i in.: her husband to come to 
her, but this was refused. Messrs. Henry 
Perrette and Green II. Nield, two of the 
County Commissioners, were occupying 
a room in the jail resi.len.-e at the time, 
and were also placed under guard. Mr. 
Perrette requested ihem lo allow him to 
go for a physician to dress Mr. Fullen- 
love's wound, but va* denied this re- 
quest, although he promised to say noth- 
ing about the mob to any one. 

THE SHERIFF'S EIH. 1 II It 1. A 1 EM.D. 

When finishing the tragical work al- 
ready recorded, they returned to the jail 
office and made threats to kill Sheriff' 
Fullenlove. At one time it was thought tO§» 
his life would l>e taken, but one or two cell.

The train left about four o'clock, and 
when near the State Prison, as we learn, 
from one of the attaches of the road, it 
was stopped and the men got off, telling 
the engineer to return to this eily at 
oiu-e. 

Mr. Perrette 
went in srarch of a physician to dress 
the Sheriff's wound, but before he 
reached the jail the alarm had lieen 
bounded and quite a crow d had collected. 
THE EXCITEMENT IN Till: I ITY— ALARM 
tlKl.l.s Kl Xu. 
\» s. .on as the alarm wa> uiwn the 
bells of the city were loudly rung, and 
the citizens poured out of their houses 
Ml masse. The news spread like wild 
lire, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed from one end of the city to the 
other. All day hmg the jail premises 
thronged with |>eoplr. and a thou- 
sand rumors were set afloat. 

THE sl Al oHTEK OK TW KNT\ M I M I KS. 

It is estimated that there were from 
seventy-live to a hundred men in the 
party, bill who they are is as yet un- 
known. They came well ai insd and 
■quipped for their work, and executed 
it ill less time than a person would 
imagine it could be done, as they were 
not over twenty minutes at the jail. 
They had five manilla ropes each about 
eight or ten feet long, w it h hangman's 
noose already adjustrd to slip ovrr the 
necks of their victims. < »ne of these 
ropes was left behind, and it is supposed 
they intended to hang Clark, who is 
here ou a change of venue from Wash- 
ington county, for the murder of Q**Ut**t 
Telle, but they concluded not to do so 
fearing to remain longer, lest the 
alarm might be given. 

CORONER'S lNijl InlTloN. 
The ( 'oroncr w as called upon, and sum- 
moned a jury to investigate the ailair, 
but we have no idea that any evidence 
will be elicited tending to determine who 
are I lie guilty panu.-.. *%>• >....r.oa wore 
cut down and laid in the jail hall, where 
the investigation will be held. The body 
of Anderson, when cut down, was still 
warm.

The w ives of Frank Beno and Charles 
Anderson have lieen temporarily resid- 
ing in this city for several weeks. Miss 
I, aura Beno. tho sister of the deceased 
who has shown such devotion to her ill- 
fated brothers, arriv ed here nt in o'clock 
this morning, a dispatch having been 
sent to Louisville, w here she w as attend- 
ing a I at hoi ie school. As may lie sup- 
posed, she, as well as Mrs. Frank Beno 
and Mrs. Anderson, are in deep di-tie~s 
at the awful butchery. When taken to 
view the remains of her three dead 
brothers, lying in a row, the distress of 
the sister was a spectacle never to lie 
forgotten. Her cries were piteous and 
heartrending. The youngest of the 
brothers seemed to be the special object 
of her affection, tor, as she stooped over 
the lifeless form, she exclaimed, "<>h! 
my brother! my baby brother! 
WHAT INSTIGATED THE HCAHI.KT MOB TO 
THK I.VNcHlXo. 

It is understood that Beno and Anijer- 
son intended to apply liefore Judge 
Bicknell for a writ of hul^ns t*****u\ say- 
ing thai they could show that they were 
nncerned in the Mnrshrield robbery. 
The so-called Yigilants probably got 
wind oflhis, and hence the terrible trag- 
ly of this morning. 

III II.TV OR NOT ol'Il.TY. 

Mrs. Anderson stated to our reporter 
that Charles Anderson was iu bed with 
her, his w ife, at their residence in Wind- 
sor, Canada, on the night of the Express 
bbery at Marshticld. £he also states 
that Frank Beno was boarding at her 
house, and was there that night. Mrs. 
S. V. Beno, w ife" of Frank Beno, asserts 
that Wm. Beno w as at the Bader House 
in Seymour on the night of the robbery, 
and that Simeon was at Kockford. The 
party were no doubt bad men, and had 
committed crimes against the law, but 
they were at least entitled to a fair trial. 

It may be remeniliered that Charles 
Vnderson and Frank Beno had their 
residence at Windsor, Canada. Soon 
after the Marshlield express robbery, an 
application was made to the Canadian 
authorities for their surrender under the 
extradition treaty, on a charge of being 
implicated in the robbery. A lengthy 
examination ensued, ami a great many 
w itnesses were examined. I »no w itne^s 
swore that he recogni/.ed the two men as 
being concerned in the robbery, but by 
others they proved thai they were at 
Windsor on the night of the robbery. 

l-ONDITloNS OK TH Kl R UKl.IVKKY H\ TliK 
BRITISH OOV KR.NMKNT. 

The counsel for the prisoners urged 
that iu a case of so miichdoubi it would 
Is- little less than ********* to deliver 
them up, inasmuch as the mob which 
had already hung six men, stood ready 
to hang Hciio and Anderson, should 
they lie delivered up. This seemed to 
have weight with the magistrate, w hen 
the Adams Express Company pledged 
themselves, and we have heard gave 
bond, that they should have a fair and 
impartial trial. 1 p<m a representation 
of the facts to our < Jovernment at Wash- 
ington, Secretary Seward also gave a 
solemn pledge that the men should have 
a fair trial, and if found innocent of this 
charge they should be returned by the 
I'nited states to their residence iu Can- 
ada. 

It was under these circumstances they 
were brought to ludiana. The crime 
was committed in Scott county, but on 
acvount of the insecurity of the jail at 
Islington, they were brought to New 
Alltany, and confuted in the county jail, 
where Simeon and Wm. |esM, arrest. •, I 
on the same charge, were already prison- 
ers. It was the duty of the I'nited States 
to see that the pledge made by ihe sec- 
retary of State was fulfilled, either by 
placing a guard of soldiers around the 
jail, or confining the prisoners in some 
Government fortress till the time for 
trial arrived. 

sTATKMKXl or V I-BlsoNER. 

Henry Clark, a prisoner in the jail, 
charged with the murder of tieo. Telle 
at Salem, makes tho following state- 
ment, as he w as conlinrd in a cell on the 
second range, he w itnessed most of what 
iran-phcd through the grated door, and 
heard all that w as said. He says: The 
tirst sonar I 1 saw in ihe jail were two 
men, who had on masks of red flannel, 
or something of the kind— perhaps red 
handkerchiefs. I heard ***** talking to 
Matthew-, the guard, apparently en 
deavoring to force him lo point out the 
cells. Matthews refused to tell them 
anything. Then a voice said something 
about putting a rope mound his neck, 
and an order was given to pull him up. 
Then I heard the nuniliers Jl, 11 and 7 
distinctly uttered, and they seemed to 
have released Matthew s. No. Ji was 
Frank Bcno's cell, No. 11 was Charles 
Anderson's, and Simeon and Wm. Beno 
were iu No. 7. 
I then heard some one say, "Bring I 
and ihey went to F'rank Heno'* 
V tirst Frank amid nothing, and I 



rouu.l and hung bias. I heard him make 

no nol«e. 

Then they brought out William, and I 
saw them put a rope around his ne. k. 
An order was given for Nos. 3 and 
(ev ery man seemed to lie called by nuni- 
lier instead of by naniei to go up and 
catch the rope. William said: "lam 
innocent, gentlemen: I never done the 
robbery. < >, Lord, protect my old father 
and sister!" The two men pulled bim 
up. William struggled very har«l. U 
When Anderson w as takeu out of his 1 1 
cell he asked for time to pray, hut he 
was told to shut his mouth, and that 
they did not want anything oiit of bim. 
Thev strung him up. but the rope broke. 
It was tied again, and he was again pull- 
ed up. 

Then a man who seemed to lie the 
leader asked if there were any more, and 
some one ausw e red that there w ere some 
murderers in the other cells. The lead- 
er replied: "We've got all we want 
here," and then they left. 

■MUM AJTS BXIT **f THK Moll. 

The question*- arr asked, now Such a 
Ixuly of men got mto the city at such an 
hour - how thoy procured railroad trans- 
portation. We cannot answer the ques- 
tion. They arrived in a car exclusively 
by themselves, alid It is said refused any 
one admission to it. On their return 
they -ot off the train at the prison, and 
seemed to scatter in different direc- 
lions. 

The whole affair was conducted w ith 
the inmost quietness, the hour betnu 
that when nearly evoryliody was asleep. 
No alarm was uiven till all was over. 

TEX V ICTIMS IX ALL. 

These four make ten in all who have 
lieen sw ung up by the scarlet -faced Yig- 
ilants. It is said that on the occasiou of 
one of the political rallies last fall, a 
niimlier of men were at New Albany for 
the purpose of hanging Simeon and Wsi. 
Heno. Sheriff Fullenlove heard of this, 
and took his prisoners to the peniteu- 
Msssj at .leffersnnville for safe keeping. 

A gentleman who OsHm .town ou Hie 
Indianapolis train says that the \ mil- 
auts came from Seymour in a ear by 
themselves, attached to the regular 
train. None of the passengers were al- 
lowed to enter this ear. 

Frank is the only one of the Renos 
married. His wife is a daughtor of I»r. 
lonn L. Jford, a well-known citi/en and 
former member of the Legislature from 
Jackson county. She is represented as 
a most estimable lady. 

After the inquest, the bodies of the 
Brno hrothrrs w ill Ik> delivered to their 
relatives, now in New Albany, who an 
iioiince their intention to remove them 
to Jackson county for interment. The 
remains of Anderson will most probably 
be interred by the authorities of the city.
